for a spa rate water board m 
longer will exist, and the whole 
operations of the water systems 
will be handled directly by the 
City Council, under a superin­ 
tendent an a department head 
of the city government.

The Board of Directors ac­ 
cepted City Attorney Smith's 
ruling and made It necessary 
for the ClVil Service board to 
establish classifications and call 
for examinations for at least 
four of the employees of the 
water districts. The others al­ 
ready are protected, under the 
ruling of the city attorney.

Likewise, the employees auto­ 
matically will be blanketed in 
under the State Employees Re­ 
tirement System, which pro­ 
vides pensions for city workers. 
This system went Into effect 
July 1, 1647.
